HIS OWN MEN 
AGAINST HIM. 


Protest at Governor’s-Plan is 
Now Formidable. 


Object to Being Herded in 
Hyphenated Corral. 


Many Refuse to Jump When 
Johnson Cracks Whip. 


CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SACRAMENTO, April 21.—Grow- 
ing in volume daily, the protest of 
Progressives from all sections of the 
State against the attempt of the 
Governor to herd them in the 
hyphenated United-Republican cor- 
ral is assuming proportions formid- 
able to the administration. There 
are thousands of electors who fol- 
lowed Roosevelt and Johnson in good 
faith when they formed the Progres- 
sive party, believing that they were 
really taking part in a crusade 
to rid the State and the nation of 
dominating influences threatening to 
American liberty. Then there were 
other thousands that make of politics 
& profession, who are in the game 
for revenue only. They are of the 
same breed as the “rice Christians 
of India, so fittingly depicted by Kip- 
ling. The two factions have been 
dubbed Progressives-by-faith and 
Progressive-by-profession. 

WHEN IT STARTED. 


When the Governor came out 
openly for the United-Republican 
ticket and when the Progressive pa- 
pers of the State began to run the 
United-Republican press bureau ar- 
ticles—most of which is prepared 
right here in Sacramento in State 
offices and at State expense—the 
Progressives-by-faith started their 
protests. The Progressives-by-pro- 
fession have obediently made for 
the corral where the provender is 
stored. 

The situation has been compll- 
eated for the administration by the 
refusal of some of the Progressive 
leaders themselves to jump from 
one party to another whenever the 
Governor cracks his whip. State 
Treasurer Richardson is one who is 
not taking the administration pro- 
gramme. Richardson registered as 
Progressive; he has told his fol- 
lowing that he will remain a Pro- 
gressive as long as there is a reg- 
ular Progressive party, and that he 
will take no part in the p 
campaign of another party. His 
stand is commended highly by the 
Progressives-by-faith. 

ANOTHER ELEMENT. 


Another element that was former- 
ly a power for the Progressive 
movement in the central part of the 
State is now behind Assemblyman 
who has declared himself a 
regular Republican. Cary has been 
campaigning through the San Joa- 
quin Valley for the regular Repub- 
lican ticket; his meetings have been 
well attended and his utterances are 
cheered to the echo. 

Many of the Progressives-by- 
faith are protesting because the ad- 
ministration press has suddenly 
tabooed the word progressive.“ It 
can no longer be used even as an ad- 
jective, indicating progress for fear 
that the readers will mistake it for 
an indorsement of the Progressive 
primary ticket. The administration 
press bureau has been warned not 
to mention that ticket in any po- 
litical matter sent from the Capitol. 
In its place they must use that other 
hyphenated term “forward-looking.” 
The candidates to be supported are 
to be designated as “forward-look- 
ing.“ the President to be selected is 
to be “forward-looking,” and the 
whole movement, in place of being 
“progressive” is to be henceforth 
“forward-looking.” 

COINED BY GOVERNOR. 


This term is said to have been 
coined by the Governor himself for 
the especial use of the administra- 
tion forces. Some of the independent 
editors of the north have been un- 
kind enough to call attention that it 
is simply the revival of a term much 
in use fifty years ago, and was de- 
fined by the old dictionaries as 
“brazen, immodest, unblushing: gen- 
erally used in a degrogatory sense.” 


WIRELESS DIRECTION FINDER. 
May Also be Used to Make Sea 
: Travel Safer. 

{Washington Star:] Fogs have 
been one of the greatest enemies of 
mariners all over the world in all 
ages since men began to navigate the 
waters; but along the coasts of the 
United States, thanks to the work 
over many years of various govern- 
ment departments, they are being 
robbed steadily of their dangers, 

The definite conditions that pro- 
duce these low-lying clouds, that 
come apparently from nowhere to 
blot out great areas of land and sea 
for a space, have been determined 
by close studies carried on 
by the Weather Bureau, so that re- 
gions most affected and times of 
greatest prevaience are well known. 
During the same period the Bureau 
of Lighthouses of the Commerce 
Department has been installing im- 
proved sounding apparatus to warn 
ships of the danger points hidden by 
the blankets of fog. Now a third bu- 
reau—that of standards—hag devel- 
oped 5 invention that promises to 
make vigation under foggy condi- 
tions still less dangerous. 

The new device has already been 
announced to the world in quite an- 
other gapacity—as a direction finder 
for wireless stations, invaluable in 
naval warfare and in maintaining 
government supervision over radio 
stations both in times of peace and 
war. But the mechanism has deep- 
ly interested navigation, lighthouse 
and weather experts because of the 
epoch-making possibilities for its ap- 
niication in making sea travel safer. 

Experts of the, Bureau of Stan- 
dards who have been working on the 
direction finder have already sug- 
gested a system for its use in safe- 
guarding shipping that is simplicity 
itself now that the direction finder is 


| 


available. Their idea is first to bring 
about the installation of the new de- 
tecting apparatus on ships. The sec- 
ond and final step would be to set 
up in lighthouses markin 

points special wireless sending equip- 
ment that would flash out every 60 
often a definite such 
“Danger!” “Shoal No. 8!" “Rock!” 
or whatever should be necessary to 
distinguish the specific source of 
danger. The words would go flashing 
out just as the lights would flash 
forth in fair weather, and. because 
of their definiteness would be even 
more intelligible. 

Fog horns and bells can be heard 
less than a mile in very heavy 
weather, it is pointed out, while the 
new signals could be heard certainly 
a dozen or so miles even with small- 
powered sending stations. This 
broadening of the warning zone 
would be of inestimable value in it- 
self. The tentative plans for the 
redio-fog signals would make the 
sending stations wholly automatic. 
Small motors could be arranged to 
make and break electrical contacts 
and so send the warning signals out 
one after another for as long a time 


Vas might be desired. 


The same system that would be 
applied as between lighthouses and 
ships to warn the latter away from 
dangerous rocks and shoals also 
could be applied as betwen different 
ships to make it possible for them to 
avold collisions in foggy weather. 
The ships, being equipped with both 
direction finders and sending ap- 
paratus, could easily keep informed 
of the whereabouts of each other. 

The details of the proposed. sys- 
tem are being worked out through 
further laboratory experiments at 
the Bureau of Standards, and it is 
believed that before long field opera- 
tions willl be started by equipping a 
light station with signalling appara- 
tus and calling on ships from one 
of the government's seagoing serv- 
ices to test out the value of the radio 
warnings. 


“War-booty Service.” 

[Roston Transcript:] The French 
newspaper Le Temps states that the 
Germans have a special corps called 
the war-booty service, It is the busi- 
ness of these soldiers to loot, but not 
in a haphazard way. They are spe- 
cially told off to seize anything which 
ean be used in Germany for the 
ordinary manufactures or which can 
be used by the German army. 

Valuable fur@iture, knick-knacks, 
old curios and 80 on are all sent to 
Berlin, and there sold by the public 
auctioneers for the benefit of the 
state, all the money so realized going 
direct to the treasury to help to carry 
on the war. | 

It is certainly an extremely in- 
genious method of raising money, for 
the German people are not too ready 
to hans over their savings to their 
government, but a handsome piece of 
furniture going at a low price always

REDUCED ELECTRIC 
RATES WILL STAND.

(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—The 
State Railroad Commission refused 
today to change essentially its de- 
cisions of April 7, reducing electric 
energy rates and abolishing certain 
practices of the Mt. Whitney Power 
and Electric Company and the San 
Joaquin Light and Power Corpora- 
tion. A rehearing was asked by 
the companies which distribute elec- 
tricity for light, heat and power 
throughout practically the entire San 
Joaquin Valley. 

A minor change was made in the 
schedule of rates laid down for the 
Mt. Whitney Company of electricity 
for domestic purposes. 

The Railroad Commission decision 
of April 7 reduced the agricultural 
power rate from $50 to $42.30 for 
both companies, abolished certain 
features of power contracts with 
farmers and established seasonal 
agricultural rates. 

A total of 27,000 consumers, in- 
cluding a great number of farmers 
in Kern, Tulare, Madera, Merced 
and Fresno counties, are affected fa- 
vorab 
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regarding horse races on which bets 
were made. 

“One thousand dollars’ fine is too 
little,” said the court. “I would like 
to make it $10,000. This corporation 
with many millionaires in its direc- 
torate, has vidlated the law for the 
second time, and we should raise the 
limit now. I am sorry that I can not 
Place a fine of more than $1000.” 

The court then directed the Coun- 
ty Attorney to look into the law 
with a view to revoking the com- 
pany’s license in the State. When 
he was informed that more than a 
dozen charges still remain against 
the Postal, the judge declared that 
all of them should be pressed, The 
company has taken an appeal 
the conviction.

SCOTT RETURNS TODAY. 


Spends Entire Time Going 


Over Situation with Gen. 


Funston and will be Able to Render Full Report to the 


President of Details Concerning Gen. Pershing’s Ex- 


pedition.

—Maj.-Gen. Hugh L. Scott had 

practically concluded late today 
the mission on which he was sent 
here by the Secretary of War, and 
at departmental headquarters it was 
said he probably would depart to- 
morrow for Washington. He will 
make to the Secretary a personal 
report, on which it is believed by 
headquarters officers the administra- 
tion will base its decision whether 


the American troops are to remain 
in Mexico or come out. 

Since his arrival here last night 
Gen. Scott has been with Gen. Fins- 
ton almost constantly. Together they 
have read such reports as came from 
the base at Columbus, from oefficers 
along the line of communication and 
from Gen. Pershing. None of these 
indicated fresh activity by the 
American forces, but preparation for 
an attack was indicated and. Gen. 
Scott gained at first hand an idea 
of the defensive attitude the puni- 
tive expedHion has assumed. 

GOES OVER RECORDS. 


All day long Gen. Scott went over 
the records of the expedition and 
the details of incidents both north 
and south of the boundary line. Gen. 
Funston and his staff placed before 
the Chief-of-Staff every communica- 
tion received, and in addition to that 
record provided him with such other 
evidence, verbal and written, that 
bore on the case. 

Gen. Scott explained that the Sec- 
retary had sent him here for a more 
comprehensive report of the situa- 
tion than it had been possible to 
receive over the telegraph wires, and 
that the minute his work was com- 
pleted he would leave for Washing- 
ton. As to the conclusions he had 
reached and the nature of the re- 
port he would make, he was non- 
committal. 

He was asked if it had been de- 
cided to withdraw the troops, and 
replied: “‘We have not reached a 
conclusion.“ He nodded his head to- 
ward Gen. Funston when he said 
We.“ 

REPORTS FROM PERSHING. 


* ANTONIO (Tex.) April 22. 


Gen. Funston placed before the] 


Chief of Staff all the reports from 
Gen. Pershing already sent to Wash- 
ington, in which Gen. Pershing is 
known to have appealed for more 
troops “and for radical changes in 
operations. These and other reports 
set forth with specific clearness the 
antagonism which the troops have 
met from Carranza minor officials 
and from Carran troops, and the 
unmistakable lack of co-operation. 
Gen. Scott alsa was given oppor- 
tunity to learn just how and why 
the expedition was forced into a 
}defensive position instead of con- 
tinuing the pursuit of Villa, who 
now appears to have escaped into 
the districts beyond the farthest ad- 
vanced detachment of Gen. Per- 
shing’s command. There was at his 
hand the evidence that the Mayor 
of Parral had served on Col. W. C. 
Brown at Santa Cruz an ultimatum 
after the fight at Parral that he 
must not advance another soldier 
southward. 
Reviewing the transportation prob- 
lem, reports from Gen. Pershing and 
others made apparent the oddity of 
maintaining a 400-mile winding line 
of communication guarded by thous- 
ands of troops when a much shorter 
route could be used, relieving for 
more active duty at the front a great 
part of the punitive force. 
NEED OF MORE TROOPS, 
It was regarded here as posible 
that Gen. Funston would concur in 
a report stating that the capture of 
Villa with the present organization 
operating along the same lines was 
improbable. He and almost all 


other army officers have realized for 
many days that, if Villa is to be cap- 
tured, more troops must be sent into 
Mexico, and the campaign must be 


conducted on much broader lines 


than heretofore. 

In view of the formal protest by 
Carranza and the evident antag- 
onism encountered in the nofth, it 
also has become evident that such 
increased activity. probably would 
meet with formal armed opposition 
by the de facto government troops. 
In these conclusions army men here 
take it for granted the Chief of Staff 
will concur, thus making it neces- 
sary for the administration to de- 
cide at an early date the nature of 
future operations in Mexico. 

OTHER REVOLUTIONS. 

There was available for Gen. 
Scott's consideration much infor- 
mation relative to the movements 
of Mexican troops in Northern Mex- 
ico, and reports, official and unoffi- 
cial, of activities of men and groups 
of men who are credited with 
for fomenting fresh revolutions 
against the de facto government. 
At departmental headquarters there 
also was information that indicated 
a plan by certain Mexicans, some of 
them Mexican officials, to resume the 
raids on the border west of Browns- 
ville. Implicated in this plan, it was 
said, were some of the same men 
who participated in them last sum- 
mer. 

The routine of Gen. Pershing’s 
operations continued today and 
m of the 2300 troops ordered to 
Columbus by Gen. Funston arrived 
at the frontier base. No additional 
troops had been ordered into this 
department to take their places on 
the border patrol, but such forces, 
it was learned today, had re- 
quested by Gen. Funston. 

Gen. Scott and Gen. Funston sent 
to the War Department today what 
was said to be a joint telegraphic 
report as a result of their discussion 
of the Mexican situation. Neither 
would discuss its character, but it 
was taken as an indication that they 
were in accord on recommendations 
that Gen. Scott will make to Secre- 
tary Baker when he arrives in 
Washington.

OF IMMENSE AREA. 


SAID TO HAVE LARGEST SITE OF 
ANY IN THE WORLD. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

CHIHUAHUA (Mex.) April 138.— 
The town of Namiquipa, which is 
situated in a remote part of the 
State of Chihuahua, was dis- 
tinguished long before it began to 
be mentioned in the press dispatches 
as the “front” quarters of the 
American military punitive expedi- 
tion. It is claimed that Namiquipa 
occupies the largest area of any 
town in the world. Its townsite em- 
braces 444 square miles or sixty- 
four sitios. The pueblo has a pop- 
ulation of about 300 men, women 
and children, most of whom are of 
mixed Spanish and Indian blood. 
The 284,000 acres that are con- 
tained in the townsite are owned 
jointly by the people who live in 
Namiquipa. Aside from the fact 
that each family has a priority claim 
to a strip of land that runs to the 
Namiquipa River, thereby giving it 
a water right for irrigation pur- 
poses, there is no separate farming 
done. The ordinarily-contented and 
peace-loving inhabitants of the town 
plant their crops anywhere on the 
big tract of land that they choose. 
With the exception of the small ir- 
rigated tracts no recognition of pri- 
vate ownership of the land is, given. 

GRANT TO SPANIARDS. 

The 444 square miles of land 
which the town of Namiquipa oc-

1 centuries ago. This an- 
cient land grant has been respected 
by the Mexican -government ever 
since the overthrow of Spanish 
domination of the country. Most of 
the present population of the unique 
town are descendants of the original 
eclonists. Comparatively little in- 
termarrying with the native Indians 
of the nt tribes has been 
done, it is said. 

The town is situated in the fer- 
tile Namiquipa Valley. The river 
runs north through the pueblo, and 
the valley, which is about enty- 
five miles wide, terminates on the 
east and west in high mountains. 
The people apply joint ownership to 
their herds of cattle and other lve 
stock and to a large éxtent they 
practice the plan of co-operative liv- 
ing. They have followed this meth- 
od of conducting their affairs ever 
since the colony was established.

Suffrage Speaker Gives Plan 
of Party of Menace. 


Force Right: of Ballot ‘with 
Enfranchised States. 
Says Western Sisters Possess

Details of how the unenfranchised 
women of the East plan to use the 
votes of their more favored sisters 
in the West, as a menace to the suc- 
cess of the Democratic party at the 
polls, this year, if the Susan B. An- 
thony constitutional amendment, en- 
franchising women, is not acted upon 
}favorably at the present session of 
Congress, were told last night by 
some of the foremost suffrage advo- 
cates of the nation. The occasion 
Was a suffrage banquet given at the 
Alexandria, which was attended by 
almost 100 

Threatening to form a women's 
party, with but a single plank—suf- 
frage—and to support with the 
4,000,000 votes of enfranchised wom- 
en throughout the country the polit- 
ical party which will align itself on 
the side of national suffrage, the 
eastern representatives, about thirty 
in number, are touring the West in 
the effort to induce women voters to 
affiliate themselves with the proposed 


party. 
Mre. Harriet Stanton Blatch, 
president of the Women’s Political 


Union, and daughter of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, a pioneer of suf- 
frage, made one of the p 


ings and devote their ballot to the 
enfranchising of women, she said in 
part: 
TWO ROADS TO SUCCESS. 
There are two ways in which we 
women can achieve our political lib- 
erty. Either by winning a victory 
each separate State, where a suf- 
frage amendment is voted upon by 
the whole male electorate, or we can 
attain our political freedom by 
amending the United States Constitu- 
tion itself. To this second method, 
we of the Congressional Union, pin 
our faith. 
“Here comes in the pressure 
women voters can bring to bear to 
achieve this great end. A few 
women voters in each suffrage State 
would have power to bring to bear 
the necessary pressure. If formed 
into a nonpartisan group they can 
hold in their hands the balance of 
power. The suffrage States elect 
more than one-sixth of the House 
of Representatives, nearly one-fifth 
of the electoral votes and oe- 
a 
of women stand firm and say, We 
will vote against the party which 
refuses to put through the national 
woman suffrage amendment,’ and 
the dominant party, which today 
the Demecoratic party and tomorrow 
may be the Republican party, 
hesitate to offend a group of voters 
which has it in its power to swing 
an election from one party column 


mel Il prophesy that women 
voters will not be called upon to 
make the sacrifice of voting against 
their party; to threaten the deser- 
tion will be enough. The Demo- 
cratic party, if made to feel that 
the woman voter has it in her 
power to punish the enemies of the 
enfranchisement of women, and has 
risen to the noble determination of 
standing by her disfranchised sis- 
ters, then, I say, convinced of the

TURN TO THE WEST. 

‘The disfranchised women of the 
East turn to the West for their lib- 
erators. They turn to those of our 
own sex who are free to stretch out 
their hands and make the sacrifice 
and use their power to free one- 
half the nation from political bond- 
age. I have faith. I believe in 
women. The East calls to the West 
for succor; it calls for its Lincolns 
and its Gladstones. It will not call 
in vain.” .

Rickards of Mon- 
tana, one of the most prominent 
men of the Northwest, who is a 
guest at the Clark Hotel., began 
using tobacco sixteen years 4860.

four years. From California he went 
to Montana, where he took an active 
part in the uphunldins of that State 
commercially and politically.

elected Governor of the State on the 


Republican ticket in 1892. serving 
until 1897. Previously he had been 
on Alderman in Butte, a member of 
the State Legislature, and a mem- 
ber of the constitutions’ convention 
which framed the State's present 
Constitution.

SHOW DECLINE. 


Decrease of Thirty-five Per 
Cent. is Reported. 


Women are Opposed to Rear- 
ing “Food for Powder.”

BERLIN, March 25.—Beyond the 
present problems of the successful 
conduct of the war and maintaining 
the food supply, the decline in the 
German birth rate is receiving more 


: and more public attention. 


In the course of a discuasion of 
the matter in the Prussian Diet re- 
cently, Dr. Krohne of the medical 
department of the Prussian govern- 
ment said that during the first 
twelve or thirteen years of the pres- 
ent century a drop from thirty-five 
to twenty-seven had occurred in the 
rate of living births in Germany to 
every 1000 of the population, and 
he said that the birth rate had 
fallen during this time more rap- 
idiy than during the previous 
twenty-five years. 

“No civilized people,” he contin- 
ved, “has ever shown such a drop 
in so short a time. For a similar 
reduction in its birth rate France 
required over seventy years, but we 
only twelve. We already have 560,- 
000 feWer births annually than we 
should have had if the rate of the 
year 1900 had been maintained. 
This means that our population to- 
day should be 2,500,000 
than it and the total should be 
nearly 71,000,000 instead of 68,000,- 
000. That is an advantage which, 
in this 
be too highly valued. 
It has been said, indeed, that we‘ 
be greatly concerned, in- 
asmuch as we have an extraordi-. 
narily favorable mortality rate, and 
it is true that our death rate has 


years, thanks to our gratifying eco- 
nomic development, our improved 
manner of living and especially our 
splendid sanitary measures. Thirty 
years ago the death rate was twenty- 
six to 1000 of the population. To- 
day it is only fourteen, which means 
that there die today 700,000 fewer 
— annually than would die if 
we still had the death rate of 1886. 

“But we must face the regrettable 
fact that, while the death rate has 
further diminished during the past 
thirteen or fourteen years, the birth 
rate has fallen still miore rapidly. 
The death rate has decreased 4.4, 
but the birth rate has fallen 7.7, or 
75 per cent. more rapidly than the 
mortality figure.” 

MENACE OF THE BEAR, - 

Irrespective of what the outcome 
of the war may be, Germans see in 
their great Slav neighbor a menace 
which not even victory will remove, 
for Russia, with a population about’ 
twice that of Germany, has a yearly 
excess of births over deaths of more 
than 17 per cent., against slightly 
more than 12 per cent. for Germany, 
Russia still has a death rate of 27 
per cent. Germany's death rate has 
been reduced from 26.8 per cent. in 
the sixties to 15 per cent., but the 
latter figure is nearly as low as it 
can be brought. German sociologists 
realize that the Russian death rate 
is bound to be reduced rapidly. They 
point to the anti-alcohol regulations 
and the better system of grain dis- 
tribution as two factors which are 
bound to make themselves felt short- 
ly, and as showing the possibility of 
progress along other sociological 
lines, they point out that the num- 
ber of illiterates in the Russian 
army sank from 60.4 in 1903 to 35.7 
per cent. in 1911. 

Another factor is the possibility 
that the emigration from Russia, 
which was very large before the 
war, may to a great extent stop aft- 
er the war. Germany’s emigration 


been greatly reduced within thirty

It is therefore to be 
feared that the war threatens to add 
a new, earnest and very effective 
motive to those that now work to 
Umit the number of Births.”’ 

Further complicating the subject 
is the fact that there will be a great 
excess of women over men after the 
war. Before the war the excess ot 
females over males was $00,000, in 
round numbers. Owing, however, to 
the greater longevity of the females, 
the great bulk of the excess con- 
sisted of women more than 560, that 
is, beyond the child-bearing age. 
The excess of women of fruitful age, 
however, will be increased by ap- 
proximately the number of men 
killed in the war, removing hundreds 
of thousands of women from con- 
sideration as possible mothers. 

A steadily increasing number of 
supporters is being found for the 
idea of encouraging large families 
by grants of money for each child, 
and by a graduated reduction of 
taxes.

SWALLOWS POISON 
THROUGH MISTAKE. 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

FRESNO, April 22.—As a result 
of poison from barium carbonate 
‘which was taken by mistake in the 
press of an experiment with an 
Xray machine, Dr. C. W. James of 
Fresno died this morning. Dr. James 
was a dentist. He swallowed barium 
carbonate instead of barium sul- 
phate, which ig taken to fill the 
stomach and produce shadows for 
making the X-ray photographs. Dr.

NEW YELLOW PERIL. 


Horticulturists Fear Importation of 
Jap Beetle in Pineappics. 

Southern California horticulturists, 
fearing the importation of the Japa- 
nese beetle, or “Adoretus umbrosus,”’ 
have written State and country au- 
thorities seeking information how to 
combat this pest, should it appear 
here. Although no living specimens 
of this insect are known to be in 
the United States at present, recent 
rumors that several of the species 
had accidentally slipped by quar- 
rantine have caused considerable ex- 
citement. 

Regarding the beetle, Frederick 
Maskew, chief deputy quarantine of- 
ficer for the State, said yesterday: 
“The biology of the insect has not 
been worked out, or, rather it has 
not been publian in English so far as 
Jam aware. What little is known of 
Stage is that the same 
prefers wet soils and probably feeds 
upon the tissues of the roots of 
plants found growing in such loca- 
tions. Though there are large an- 
nual imports of pineapples from the 
Hawalian Islands, where the imsect 
has found lodgement and has done 
immense damages, it has never been 
found here, either tm the larval or 
mature state,”

City ia ‘Asked to Extend Time

Approximately $6,000,000 in city 
and county taxes must be paid to- 
morrow, or the properties on which 
this huge sum is assessed will be 
held delinquent, and the owners 
will have to pay the penalties for 
not being able to hand over the 
tribute demanded. 

An appeal was made to the City 
Council yesterday by Joseph Mes- 
mer, who said that his plea was not 
only for himeelf, but fer thousands 
of others, asking that the time for 
payment be extended wntil the firet 
Monday in June. It i Ukey that 
this request will be denied by the 
Council tomorrow, as an adverse 
report from the Finance Committee 
is anticipated. 

“Il am at present payigg on $20,- 
000 street improvement ments 
and of this amount, $16,000 has been 
made during the last three years,” 
said Mr. Mesmer. “During the last 
two years conditions have been such 
that the strain of taxation has been 
enormous, but the silver lining can 
now be seen and, therefore I am 
asking in my own behalf and for 
thousands who have also been com- 
pelled to borrow money to meet 
these tax payments, that the time be 
extended until the firet Monday of 
June. We are on the verge ot a 
great improvement in business con- 
ditions and this action on the part 
of the Council will assist materially 
in its advancement.”

Homer 
used it as a symbol and as a warning to 
the early Greek republics. The lesson has 
not lost its usefulness. History does not 
repeat itself, but republics are prone to run 
in parallel courses because the great stream 
of human thought follows the same chan- 
nel through the ages. 

But in the present instance we have an 
opportunity to look about us and observe 
what has been done by the Republican 
party in other States, to consider how these 
Greek envoys have been received elsewhere. 
New York, Wisconsin, Illinois and Massa- 
chusettes have acted. They listened to prot- 
estations of Progressive friendship, but in 
every instance they have rejected the sug- 
gestion that former Progressive leaders be 
placed on the State's delegation to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention.

A SYSTEM OF MILITARY PREPARED- 
NESS. 

Maj.Gen. Emory Upton, who command- 
ed a division of cavalry during the Civil 
War, left upon his death, in 1881, an unpub- 
lished manuscript bearing upon our military 
history and military policy. Hon. Elihu 
Root, when Secretary of War, rescued this 
work from oblivion and ordered it published 
at the Government Printing Office under 
the title of “The Military Policy of the 
United States,” on the ground that it ought 


officers and for information of Congress and 
others who may be charged with shaping our 
military policy in the future. 


This was twelve years ago. The pam- 
phiet containing Gen. Upton’s plan has slept 
in the archives of the War Department un- 
til now, when Gen. H. L. Scott, acting as 
Secretary of War ad interim, has caused 
extracts from it to be made as bearing upon 
the present problem of national prepared- 
ness, and these, at the instance of Senator 
McCumber, have been published in a late 
number of the Congressional Records under 
the title of “Lessons from the Revolution.” 
They are as follows: 


“That in proportion as the general 
government gives the Sta authority 
to arm and equip troops it lessens the 
military strength of the whole people 
and correspondingly increases the na- 
tional expenditures. 

“That when a nation attempts to com- 
bat disciplined troops with raw levies 
it must maintain an army of at least 
twice the size of that of the enemy, and 
even then have no guaranty of success. 

“That neither voluntary enlistments 
based on patriotism nor the bounty can 
be relied upon to supply men for the 
army during a prolonged war. 

“That the draft, connected or not con- 
nected with voluntary enlistments and 
bounties, is the only sure reliance of a 
government in time of war. 

“That short enlistments are destruc- 
tive to discipline, constantly expose an 
army to disaster, and inevitably pro- 
long war, With all its attendant dangers 
and expenses. 

“That short enlistments at the begin- 
ning of a war tend to disgust men with 
the service and force the government 
to resort either to bounties or the draft. 

“That regular troops, engaged for the 
war, are the only safe reliance of a gov- 
ernment, and are in every point of view 
the best and most economical. 

“That when a nation at war relia: 
upon a system of regulars and volun- 
teers, or regulars and militia, the men, 
in the absence of compulsion or very 
strong inducements, will invariably en- 
list in the organizations most lax in dis- 
cipline. 

“That troops become reliable only in 
proportion as they are disciplined; that 
discipline ig the fruit of long training 
and cannot be attained without the ex- 
istence of a good corps of officers. | 

“That the insufficiency of numbers to 
counterbalance a lack of discipline 
should convince us that our true policy, 
both in peace and war, as Washington 
puts it, ‘ought to be to have a good army 
rather than a large one.“ 

The military record of the United States 
is clean of defeats, but upon it are many 
of the other humiliations attending a lack 
of forertght and preparedness. Only the 
sturdy resilience of brave-hearted and tough- 
muscled forefathers enabled the colonies to 
become a republic and won an honorable 
peace in 1812; only the weakness of the 
Mexicans and of the Spaniards permitted 
speedy victories in the two remaining for- 
eign wars. In the Civil War the Union was 
pitted against brave men who suffered from 
many of the weaknesses, including also the 
fatal one of lesser numbers, of the Union. 
Had the Union been prepared there might 
have been an insurrection, but there would 
have been no rebellion. Preparedness was

schooled. 

The United States at the present time is 
in a pitiable state of unpreparedness. The 
Times says this in no pessimistic spirit. 
We have no alarms to sound. We hate a 
jingo. But the truth should be faced. 

Our army is the smallest since 1865. We 
have not a general on the active list who 
has commanded 50,000 men at maneuvers, 
an therefore not one actually trained to 
conduct a campaign involving the great ar- 
mies which would of necessity have to be 
put into the field if we were forced into war 
with any one of the many first-class powers. 

If the United States were the arbiter of 
its own destiny, could seek or evade war 
as it pleased, there would then be no occa- 
sion for an industrial and peaceful nation 
to keep a sharp sword. But when the “star 
clock strikes the trial hour” we must an- 
swer, even against our will, and answer 
with the full impetus of our national en- 
ergy—or suffer, even as Belgium has Ruf- 
fered. 

Gen. Upton has summed up adequately 
the military precautions which every wise 
nation should take, but which the United 
States has never consistently taken from 
Washington's day to our own, though Wash- 
ington himself urged just such measures as 
Gen. Upton is one of many military authori- 
ties to advocate. 

The basic defect of our present military 
organization is the fallacy which permits 
the country to put so much dependence upon 
the National Guard. Braver men are not in 
the nation, or men more willing or ready 
to die. But they know little of drill and 
scarcely anything of tactics and campaign- 
ing. They are not even under Federal con- 
trol. The Governors of the several States 
can refuse, as many of them in the past 
have refused, to place the militia at the 
disposal of the Federal government. 

The militiamen are under the direct com- 
mand of politicians appointed to the Gov- 
ernor’s staff. They are officered by either 
political appointees or by officers whom the 
men themselves select. In neither case are 


| they other than rarely fitted for the work. 


It has not been so very long ago that a 
militia officer, on parade, became so flus- 
tered that facing his company he forgot the 
command, “Left Turn,” and called out: 
“Swing around like a barn door.” 

The principal reason why but little de- 
pendence should be placed in the militia is 
that the men are not real soldiers; they are 
the best they can be under the circum- 
stances, but they do not go through the 
hikes, day after day, that keep the regular 
soldier fit and hard. They do not play the 


| War game, week in and week out, under as 


near war conditions as is possible; they are 
not continually in the shooting gallery and 
on the range; they do not have ingrained 
into them the strong discipline which per 
mits men to respond with promptness and 
accuracy in the face of danger and disaster. 
The Times has no quarrel with the Na- 
tional Guard; but it is the chief defensive 
force of the nation and is palpably inade- 
quate to the need which any real war would 
thrust upon us. We must be at least ready 
to check and hold and harass the invader 
until behind the defensive lines offensive 
forces can be assembled and equipped. 
To do that we should have at least a half- 
million trained men. We need a larger 
standing army, but much more we need a 
reserve similar to that which every Euro- 
pean nation employs. After men have 
served with the regulars they should pass 
into the reserves and for a number of years 
be subject to the call to arms. In this way 


a great army of trained solders may be 
built up and maintained without extraordi- 
nary expense. The National Guard should 
not be disbanded, But it should, as all the 
military forces and resources of the nation 
should also be, under the immediate com- 
mand and supervision of the War Depart- 
ment. It is certainly an anomaly to call 
these the United States while our chief de- 
fensive forces are split into fifty separate 
little armies, each under the control of a 
civilian Governor. 


NGLAND’S POIATICAL CRISIS. 

Between the devil of labor dissatisfac- 
tion at home with her conscription bill and 
the deep sea of French dissatisfaction 
abroad with her supply of forces in Europe, 
England faces a serious politica! crisis. One 
of the strangest triumvirates on record has 
sprung from this double conflict. Lord 
Northcliffe, editor of the once staid and 
solemn London Times: Lord Curzon, an ul- 
tra Tory of the old school, and David Lloyd 
George, the radical semi-Socialist of former 
days, have combined to substitute for the 
civil administration of Premier Asquith and 
his coalition Cabinet in a practical military 
dictatorship. , 

Of these three the most conspicuous fig- 
ure, the strongest partner, the guiding spirit 
is the bellicose Minister of Munitions, who 
has threatened to resign his post unless the 
compulsory military service bill is enforced 
to the letter. 

The threat published in the London Times 
that if circumstances warrant it the army 
will take the situation into its own hands 
falls little short of treason. But, buttressed 
as Lord Northcliffe is with inside informa- 
tion gained from Lloyd George as partner 
in the allies’ war councils, the government 
must wink at this openly-expressed men- 
ace, must, for the further prosecution of 
the war, conciliate Lloyd George, and can- 
not afford to part with Lord Curzon, who is 
regarded in France as the best war leader 
in England. 

On the other hand, Premier Asquith has 
to reckon with the labor, radical and Irish 
opposition to the compulsory service bill or 


| bring about an equally disastrous split in 


the government ranks. 

One more unexpected German victory 
will see the political storm burst in the 
British Isles when the present warnings 
and criticisms of the Lioyd George party 
will fire the whole country. And in the 
heat of that conflagration the erstwhile Rad- 
ical-Socialist may secure the military dic- 
tatorship supposed by many to be the goal 
of his present ambitions.

THE COLONEL ROOSEVELT 
CANDIDACY. 


A Caim Presentation of its Folly by 
a Big Republican Newspaper. 

[Washington Star:) The Repub- 
lican party in mwational convention 
should nominate a Republican for 
President. To go outside for a can- 
didate would be a confession of 
bankruptcy. If the party is so re- 
duced in character and ability that 
it has no member equal to leader- 
ship at this time it should surrender 
its name and go out of business.

Now, as everybody knows, and as 
he himself admits, Mr. Roosevelt is 
not a Repdblican. He left the party 
four years ago and, as a bolter, de- 
feated it. More than that. He de- 
nounced the party as unworthy of 
longer trust, and many of the men 
with whom he had while a Repub- 
lican been on terms of closest per- 
sonal and political accord as corrupt 
bosses. 


There has been no change in the 
party since. It stands today, as 
then, for a protective tariff, a sound 
monetary system, an adequate na- 
tional defense, a continuation of 
American control in the Philippines, 
and other policies with which its 
name has long been associated. 

The men Mr. Roosevelt then 
nounced are, with one exception, as 
influential in the party now as then. 
Mr. Barnes has lost a good deal, 
though not all, of the power he once 
exercised. But the others, whether 
in office or out, are not only in good 
but are 
numbered among those upon whom 
the party is relying for success this 
year. 

How, then, would it be possible 
for the Republicans to nominate Mr. 
Roosevelt for President without 
stultifying themselves? How could 
they escape the reproach of pusil- 
lanimity? In politics one must of 
course forgive and forget much. 
But, whether in politics or out, for 
giveness must be sought. An in- 
jured person rarely goes on a fran- 
tic search for the injurer with for- 
giveness on a silver salver ready for 


Is Mr. Roosevelt asking forgive- 
ness? Has he retracted any of the 
abuse he heaped four years ago on 
his old party and many of his old 
party associates’? Is not every word 
of it quotable against him now? And 
would not every word be quoted 
with effect by the Democrats as soon 
as the campaign opened, and be 
“kept standing” while the campaign 
lasted? 

Mr. Roosevelt thinks ne is the 
only man in the country who can 
beat Mr. Wilson; and his campaign 
for the Republican nomination is 
based on that belief. Those who are 
booming him agree with him, and 
his nomination would concede the 
point. That the Democrats would 
welcome such a campaign is known 
of all who have made an examina- 
tion of the situation and are com- 
petent to pass upon the information 
acquired. They could ask nothing 
better at a time when they are 
greatly perturbed.

ROSENDOLIN HIS INVENTION, 


Zhe lyric device, consisting of one 


— 


steel string stretched across a sound- 
ing board about twice the size of 


that of a guitar, was given the poetic 
name of “the harp of one string“ by 
Mr. Lummis, who, for years, has 
been a devoted ron of the tal- 
ented blind musician. The “rosen- 
dolin” is the popular name by which 
the instrument is known among the 
player's many friends and acquaint- 
ances in Los Angeles. 

For many years Mr. Uruchurtu 
has been a frequent visitor at Ei 
Alleal, the noted Arroyo Seco home 
of Mr. Lummis. There the musician 
has played on the rosendolin for 
John Muir, the Jack Londons, Ern- 
est Thompson Seton. David Starr 
Jordan, and many other dis- 
tinguished persons. In the Arroyo 
Seco colon: Mr. Uruchurtu has 
another patron in Dr. Eva R. Bus- 
senius, a native daughter of Califor- 
nia and former grand president of 
ag Native Daughters of the Golden 

‘ent. 


Henry E. Huntington, the capi- 
talist, took an interest in the affairs 
of the blind Uruchurtu and assisted 
him in his efforts to obtain a patent 
on the unique harp. The petition, 
however, was denied in Washington, 
on the grounds that the application 
Was not made until several years 
after the instrument had been in- 
vented. 


DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT. 
The single steel string of the 


rosendolin is stretched across the 
full length of the sounding board 
on 
bridges. The harpist picks the string 


and is raised at either end 
with a bit of steel in the right hand, 
using a thick piece of glass two 
inches long, in the other hand, to 
manipulate the changes in tone. On 
the dainty harp the sad-faced Uru- 
churta plays with plaintive charm 
“La Paloma,” “La Golondrina” and 
the other Spanish favorites. 

“The string carries the air like 
the human voice,” explained the 
musician-inventor. “It is its resem- 
biance in tone to the music of the 
human vocal chords that gives the 
harp its appealing melody. 

“I discovered the rosendolin by 
accident. One day I dropped a small 
piece of glass on the string of a 
guitar. I was startied with the clear 
and exquisitely-sweet tone produced. 
I began experiments and shortly 
was playing a tune on one string. I 
tried sounding boards of different 
sizes and various kinds of strings 
before I discovered the proper com- 
bination.

-RANCH'S BIG RETURNS. 


Oakley Company's Operations Near 
Brawtey Attract Notice. 
Imperial Valley has one ranch, 
that of the Oakley Company, located 


near Brawley, which it is estimated 
will bring in oss returns to ex- 
ceed $150,000. J. W. Oakley of this 
city has just returned from the val- 
ley where he has been inspecting 
the ranch operations. 

The Oakley Company's ranch com- 
prises 1400 acres, adjoining the 
towns of Brawley and Westmore- 
land. Barley cutting has been fin- 
ished and the yield will average 
about twenty-five sacks per acre. 
This cutting is from two to three 
weeks earlier ‘than in other years, 
and this 
was planted early and not pastured 
later than January. 

Hay making is also well under 
Way on this great ranch, four 
mowers being fun constantly. From 
three to four cars of hay a day are 
being shipped to market. Five-hun- 
dred acres of land has deen 
thoroughly plowed and is ready for 
corn, which will be planted about 
the middle of May, and this should 
produce two tons to the acre. There 
are 275 acres of cantaloupes on this 
ranch, the marketing of which will 
begin about the middie of May and 
continue until the first of July. Mr. 
Oakley estmates that the gross reve- 
nues from this ranch this year will 
be in excess of $150,000.

Preaches Preparedness.

Declares Europe Seven Years 
Ahead in Aeroplanes. 


An interesting visitor in Los An- 
geles is William R. McCulla, air- 
craft motor engineer, who recently

Mr. McCulla has had many varied 
experiences crowded into tne past 
year in the service of the British 
and French governments, with start- 
ling experiences with the aircraft 
arms of both armies at the front; 
then back In America and down in 
Mexico with the troops. 

He has just come up from North 
Island, San Diego, where he went to 
study government aircraft condl- 
tions, and while there he addressed 
officers and men of the signal corps 
aviation school at North Island. 

PLEA FOR ADVANCE. 


Special research on aircraft mo- 
tors has been Mr. McCulla’s aim in 
all his wide experiences of the past 
twelve months. He declares that 
alrcraft will undoubtedly be the 
future main protection of coast 
lines, and that the lack of develop- 
ment on this line in the United 
States service is so striking that 
strong means should be employed to 
lay the contrast between this coun- 
try and Europe, in this regard, be- 
fore the Naval Advisory Board, with 
pleas that steps be takes to secure 
large appropriations to advance this 
line of defense. Mr. McCulla will 
leave for the East tomorrow, and 
it is probable that soon thereafter 
some steps will be taken to reach 
the naval board with a statement of 
his expert observations. 

“American military men interested 
in aircraft have had the idea.” said 
Mr. McCulla yesterday, that their 
work was figuring in an important 
way when compared with the 
world’s advancement, but one can 
see more aircraft in England and 
France in one day than in years 
here. They are fully seven years 
ahead of us in developments on this 


me. 

“England is making rapid strides 
towards a general adoption of the 
all-metal machines. Here we use 
wood, England has such a vast 
number of aircraft that it would be 
impossible to house them, and they 
must be able to withstand the cli- 
matic conditions. The heavier types 
sre being used more and more. In 
Europe today they are building 
nothing but the indirect motors. 
Such progress has been made on the 
anti-aircraft guns that aircraft. must 
now fiy much higher. The English 
battle triplane has five planes and 
four motors of 360 horse power 
each. They carry wireless outfits 
and complete equipment for firing 
bombs by means of compressed air, 
range finders, ete. The crew con- 
sists of six men, each with highly 
specialized training. 

MUST SPECIALIZE. 


“Here in America the officers 
have been given simply a smattering 
of various branches. In Europe the 
‘pilot’ is but a cog in the machine. 
The observer is the most important 
officer in the crew. He must take 
observations at high altitudes, make 
maps, determine where are suitable 
places for trenches, where points of 
attack are most available, make 
reckonings of distance, altitude, etc., 
and be able to read messager in any 
of the war codes, which are con- 
stantly being changed. 

“Demand for these observers is 
eo great that long since the first 
trained officers were all used. There 
are now echools that take the most 
promising material and by processes 
of elimination weed it out until men 
capable of high development in 
these lines are obtained. America 
must come to this, and it must se- 
cure machines vastly superior to 
those now in use. 

“The reason that there has not 
been greater advancement in Ameri- 
ca is that the government has held 
its appropriations down to a point 
where the manufacturers have not 
been justified in putting in the ex- 
pensive equipments which would be 
required to turn out such craft as 
those now used in Europe.” 

Mr. McCulla’s service on the bat- 
tle lines of England and France cov- 
ered ten months.

NURSE HEROINE 
OF AERO RAID.

Brings Mementoes that Show 


Fraulein Elsie Moser is back in 
Los Angeles after months of trying 
experiences as a Red Cross nurse 
in German hospitals. She is prob- 
ably the one woman who really wit- 
nessed the French aeroplane raid 
on Stuttgart, when bombs were 
rained on the street by six mam- 
moth aircraft. Fraulein Moser re 
fused to rush to the cellars with the 
other women and was out in the 
street to help the injured even be- 
fore the missiles of destruction were 
cool enough to handle. 8 

“It was really a beautiful sight,” 
she said yesterday, when telling of 
her experiences. “I forgot to be 
frightened and simply gazed with 
amazement and awe as I saw the 
huge machines sweep over the city 
and cast down their deadly bombs. 
Even the explosions were beautiful 
in effect, and I watched them with 
the greatest interest. I escaped en- 
tirely unharmed, although there 
were ten killed and many injured 
and several buildings were com- 
pletely wrecked.” . 

Fraulein Moser's home is at No. 
426 Fremont street. She is a trained 
nurse, having had four years of 
training in the Fraiborg Hospital in 
Germany. She came to America sev- 
eral years ago, but at that time, not 
being proficient in the use of Eng- 
lish, she gave up nufsing to take a 


TO THE WAR ZONE. 


Then she devided to go back to 
the Fatherland to visit her parents 
in Stuttgart. She left Los Angeles 
in June, 1914, and within four 
weeks after she arrived in Stuttgart 
war broke out. , 

Immediately there was a deman@ 
for trained nurses, Fraulein 
Moser was one of the first to offer 
her services to the Red Cross. 

The French raid was made early 
in September, on a day when Frau- 
lein Moser had leave of absence 
from the hospital. 

“It was about 8 o'clock in the 
morning,” she said. “We heard 


factory whistles blowing, and knew 
that was the signal that an attack 
from the air was imminent. Every- 
body who could go rushed for the 
cellars. I didn’t—-I wanted to see 
what was going on. 

“I went out on the veranda o 
the house and looking up I had a 
perfect view of the six great air- 
craft as they whirled over the city. 
There were large iron crosses on 
the bottoms of the machines, and at 
first we, of course, took them to be- 
long to the Germans. But when 
they got squarely over the city 
they dropped the bombs. 

SIGHT FASCINATES. 

“The sun was shining brightly 
and the effect of the explosions was 
really beautiful. I watched with 
the greatest interest and forgot to 
be afraid. As. soon as I could I 
rushed out into the street and 
picked up some of the fragments be- 
fore they were cold. The neighbors 
called me a fool, but it was an ex- 
petience worth while. Then came 
the time to give aid to the wounded, 
Fund you may be sure that I, @ith 
others, had a busy time. The Ger- 
mans fired at the aircraft and 
finally drove them away, but not one 
fof them was struck.” 

Fraulein Moser says Stuttgart pre- 
sents a sad sight daily, when the 
streets are filled with maimed sol- 
rdiers able to leave the hospitals to 
exercise. She constantly had forty 
in her care. 

In appreciation of her work, the 
head of the hospital corps, who has 
since been killed in service, pre- 
sented to her.a miniature iron cross 
and soldiers gave her a beautifully 
wrought silver case, made for her 
by artisan soldiers in the trenches. 
She has a collection of war curios 
which she proposes to turn: over to 
the local German Society 
tor exhibition.

AKING PROGRESS 
¥3 IN FLOOD CONTROL. 


ENGINEER REPORTS PLANS TO 
HOLD RIVER IN CHECK. 
County and Southern Counties 
Associations will Work in Har- 
mony to Same End, Supervisor 
Woodley Informs Meeting Called 

te Discuss Local Work. 


The meeting. of the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control Association, 
which was called yesterday morning 
for the purpoge of hearing a re- 
port on the mount of work done 
by Flood Control Engineer Reagan 
to the present time, came near split- 
ting over the merits of the Southern 
Counties Flood Control Association. | 

It was only after the engineer's 
report had been adopted that this 
matter was brought up. The speaker 
declared that the new organization, 
which met last Thursday in the 
Chamber of Commerce, is antagonis- 
tic and opposed to the Ideas, and 
plans of the county association. 
Supervisor Woodley immediately de- 
nied the accusations, declaring them 
unfair. 

“The Southern Counties Associa- 
tion was formed for the purpose of 
securing co-operation between all of 
the counties south of the Tehachepi 
in flood control work, and not for 
any opposition to the work to be 
done in this county,” declared 
Supervisor Woodley. Chairman 
Pridham forestalled any further dis- 


cusstion by adjourning the meet- 
ing. 
Engineer Reagan’s report stated 


that preliminary survey for divert- 
ing the Los Angeles River from the 
harbor, a great work to which the 
Federal government will subscribe 
heavily, will be completed in about 
two weeks. The plan for diverting 
flood waters from the vicinity of 
Inglewood, Gardena, Moneta and the 
Nigger Slough is nearing completion. 

The re-mapping of the Los An- 
geles River between Los Angeles and 
the proposed Dominguez dike is 
finished. The definite location of 
the channel of the Rio Hondo be- 
tween El Monte and the County 
Farm, a distance of more than 
twelve miles, has been arranged and 
a free right-of-way for practically 
the entire distance offered the 
county. 

A plan for uniting and controlling 
the waters of the San Gabriel River 
is well under Way. On other proj- 
ects, plans have not gone very far 
as yet. The report of the engineer 
concluded with a re-apportionment 
of the proposed $3,600,000 bond 
issue. On this last point, there was 
some discussion, the majority of 
those present expressing am opinion 
against doing the work under the 
district assessment plan.

at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel before the 
Society of the Friends of Music 


Enrique Granados was born in 
Lerida, Catalonia, July 27, 1867. His 
first musical instruction was under 
Juan Bautista Pujol, who died in 
1896, and who was noted through- 
out Spain as a teacher, pianist and 
composer. He was also a pupilrof 
Felipe Pedrill, now professor of mu- 
sical history and aesthetics in the 
Conservatory at Madrid. At the age 
of 20, Granados went to Paris, where 
he entered the piano class of Charles 
de Beriot. His first opera. Maria 
del Carmen,” in three acts was pro- 
duced at the Royal Theater, Madri 
in 1898. According to the Musi 
Times of London “it produced quite 
a sensation alike among amateurs 
and critics because of its original- 
melodiousness and _dramatic 
power displayed in the score. 
Barcelona in 1903 was performed a 
second opera, “Foletto;” a third 
opera was in the repertoire of the 
same operahouse in 1911. Since that 
time he composed numerous other 
instrumental numbers and songs, in- 
cluding two symphonic poems, “La 
Nit del Mort” and “Dante,” which 
was performed by the Chicago Sym- 
Phony last November.

COUNTING THE SHIPS. 


Standing of American 
Remains Unchanged. 

American: ] Fewer 
ships operating under the American 
lag at the close of 1915, but an in- 
crease over 18914 and over ‘every 

vious year in shipping tonnage 
doing business under American reg- 
istry. That is the gist of the report 
of the Commissioner of Navigation. 
It is remarked in the comments of 
the report, with something like a 
flourish, that “in tonnage and value 
the merchant shipping under the 
American flag is surpassed only by 
that under the British flag.“ and 
that the tonnage equals the tonnage 
under any two foreign flags. 

What is said about the compara- 
tive standing of the American mer- 
chant marine is true, but the report 
is liable to convey an optimistic im- 
pression not justified by the facts. 
The shipping tonnage of the United 
States ranked next in volume to that 
of Great Britain in 1905 just as it 
does at the end of 1915. and the 
volume of our tonnage was equa! to 
the combined tonnage of any two 
countries ten years ago, even as now. 
In the tonnage as represented in the 
report all the American ships of 
registry, great and small, engaged 
in transportation on the rivers, 
lakes, canals, bays and bayous and 
the fishery flats of the two coasts 
are included. There are more than 

a thousand vessels engaged in home 
— in the Chesapeake Bay 


is im respect to ships engaged in 
foreign trade, and when compari- 
son is made in this respect the 
United States mercantile marine 
traile behind not only Great Britain, 
but behind Germany, France, Italy, 
Norway, Holland, Spain, Japan and 
even Portu German's foreign 
trade shipping is just at present out 
of business, but an immense ton- 
nage is in readiness to resume as 
soon as the war embargo lifts. There 
has been a considerable increase in 
the number of ships doing business 
under the American flag during the 
past year, but hardly a sufficient 
number to change our relative 
standing. 92

RUSSIAN BATH TRAINS. 


(London Tit-Bits:] 
train which can not only accommo- 
date 3000 soldiers with a daily bath, 
but also provides for the serving of 
refreshments, dressing and disinfec- 
tion of clothing, forms part of the 
equipment of the Russian army. The 
bath is a great institution in Russia, 


and even the smallest cottage has its 
little bonja, or steam bath-house, 
where the people get their steam 
bath. It is this national custom 
which has led, during the present 
war, to the construction of several 
movable banjas, or bath trains, for 
the Russian army. 

Each train consists of a locomotive 
and a score of cars, paneled with 
felt, cord and wood, to keep them 
warm, and joined with warm vesti- 
bule bellows, which make it possi- 
ble for the soldiers to pass from the 
undressing car to the bathroom, and 
then to the dressing car. The bath- 
—.— are provided with hot water 
rom the locomotive boiler, and in 
the train there are two tank cars 
holding water sufficient for twenty- 
four hours’ work. 

Each car can accommodate forty- 
eight soldiers, who, after having 


car, where they can bathe to their 
hearts’ content. In the meantime, 
their clothes and linen have been 
taken charge of by an attendant, 
who passes them to the special disin- 
fectant compartment, and the sol- 
dier, reaching the dressing car, finds

Over each pueblo is an “el capitan” 
or chief who is elected by the peo- 
ple of the pueblo and usually holds 
hig office during his life. He decides 
disputes between his people and rep- 
resents his pueblo in all negotiations 
with other villages or any outside 
parties having business with his 
pueblo. Over all chiefs is a head 
chief, and all pueblos are constituted 
into the Papago republic. The land 
used by the pueblo for crop and 
range purposes is held in common 
for the benefit of all, each family 
occupying whatever it needs for the 
time being.

Their reasons for dec.ining to locate 
upon a reservation and so becoming 
governmental wards lie largely in 
their insistence upon their tribal and 
pueblo ownership of the lands oc- 
cupied by them. 

Their title runs back to the Span- 
ish and Mexican sovereignty of the 
country, during which they were re- 
peatedly confirmed in the full owner- 
ship of these lands, both by execu- 
tive decree and legislative action. 
They also enjo and exercised full 
rights of citizenship under the Span- 
ish and Mexican governments. The 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, with 
regard to the Pueblo Indians of New 
Mexco, provided that unless they de- 
cided to retain the title and rights 
of Mexican citizens” within one year 
from the date of the ratification of 
the treaty, they “shall be considered 
to have elected to become citizens of 
the United States.” Those who 
should so elect were guaranteed by 
the United States all rights and 
privileges which they held under 
Mexico. The Gadsden Treaty, trans- 
ferring from Mexican to American 
sovereignty the country occupied by 
the Papago pueblos, repeated and 
confirmed this provision with respect 
to the inhabitants of the ceded terri- 
tory. Thus the Papagos claim their 
title is made cl to full American 
citizenship, with all the rights and 
privileges they enjoyed under the 
Mexican government. This includes, 
among other things, complete right 
and title to the lands always occu- 
pied by them, without the interven- 
tion or supervision of governmental 
bureau officials of any kind. These 
rights are conceded them by such 
legal authorities as the late Frederic 
Hall of San Francisco, author of the 
text-book on Mexican land titles that 
is considered authoritative by the 
courts of the Southwest in cases com- 
ing with its scope, and by Wilbur F. 
Stone of Denver, ex-judge of the 
Supreme Court of Colorat, and late 
Associate Justice of the United 
States Court of Spanish and Mexican 


Land Claims. 


Alarmed by what they regard as It 


encroachments of Indian Bureau of- 
ficials upon their rights and liberties 
in recent years, the Papag through 
their attorneys, Cates and binson 
of Los Angeles, and Rounds, 

Dillingham and Debevoise of New 
York City, have brought suit against 
the Secretary of the Interior and the 
Commissioner of the Genera] Land 
Office, for the segregation of their 


lands from the public domain. This 


suit is now pending in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia. 
The effort to create a reservation 
at this time is, the attorneys claim, 
an attempt by the party in power to 


in question for the use and benefit of 
the Indians. Such a disposition of 
their pueblo lands would carry with 
it the loss of personal and pueblo in- 
dependence by subjecting them to 
the su on of reservation offi- 
clals. And it is to just this tnde- 
pendence, together with full and ab- 
solute ownership of their pueblo 
lands, that the Papagos have always 
held tenaciously, 

While the Papagos oppose activities 
by the whites that tnreaten in any 
way to interfere with their agricul- 
t and stock-raising industries, 
they have welcomed prospectors who 
by opening up the mineral resources 
of their country have given them 
employment and furnished a ready 


products. 

As a people they have always been 
on friendly terms with the whites 
and freely acquiesced in the trans- 
fer of their country under the Gads- 
den Treaty. They rendered valuable 
service to the Federal forces occupy- 
ing Arizona. and New Mexico during 
the Civil War, and their aid in the 
many campaigns for the rounding 
up and final subjugation of their 
traditional enemies, the Apaches, 
was frequently commended by offi- 
cers commanding the United States 
troo 


ps. 

In view of the undoubted citizen- 
ship of the Papagos and the unre- 
stricted ownership of their pueblo 
lands, coupled with their many ad- 
mirable qualities, county is 
justly exercised over the action of 
the President in withdrawing nearly 
a third of her area. Some of these 
lands are capable of a high state of 
cultivation and should be open to 
State and county taxation. The 
people are peaceful, hard-working 
and thrifty, and the State of Arizona 
would greatly benefit by the estab- 
lishment of their rights. Under the 
reservation system, as has been 
shown repeatedly in the history of 
the United States, the land reserved 
contributes nothing to local revenues 
and is moreover a source of canstant 
friction between State and Federal 
officials. As for the Indians occupy- 
ing reservations, they inevitably be- 
come pauperized, as they are relieved 
from the necessity of working for a 
living, should they not be so Inclined.

Incidental- 
ly—only it fsn’t incidentally, but 
very important—she explains to the 
heroine who has figured all through 
the story, that Adam has never done 
anything improper, but has been 
faithful to her, the aviatrix.

“Pre-Melji Education in Japan.” 


Frank Alanson Lombard, professor 
of English literature and education 
in Doshisha University, Japan, pre- 
sents a study of Japanese education 
previous to the Restoration in 1868 
in “Pre-Meiji Education in Japan.” 
AMethodist Publishing House, To- 
kio. Distributed in the United 
States by G. P. Putnam’s Sons.) 

The subject matter is not so for- 
bidding to general interest as the 
title may be taken to indicate. It 
is not a dry-as-dust treatise. It tells 
nfore of the mental life of old Japan 
than has previously been made ac- 
cessible to English readers. What 
is more precious, the author has 
written in detached spirit of scientific 
inquiry; he neither finds the old lit- 
erature and educational training of 
Japan subject for a flow of compli- 
ments nor for disparagement; he 
writes of the Japanese as he sees 
them, with a discriminating recog- 
nition of both virtues and defects. 

He finds the present generation 
wonderfully precocious, but without 
the most desirable intellectual depth, 
especially in mastering philosophy. 
He sketches and comments upon 
the intellectual movements, dis- 
cusses the poems and laws of wide 
influence and differentiates the va- 
rious periods prior to the Meiji era 
with their relative educational as- 
Though written about 
matters that are strange to the av- 
erage person, yet his text is pleas- 
ant to follow and he conveys a more 
intimate sense of familiarity with the 
Japanese than many more preten- 
tious and deliberate efforts. 


“Child and Country.” 


Will Levington Comfort has at last 
written a book without floundering in 
mysticism, getting lost amid obscure 
phrases or slipping into abysmal 
asterisks and dashes. And never 
has Mr. Comfort’s carefully-fash- 
ioned graphic prose been more force- 
fully put to admirable service. 

“Child and Country” (George H. 
Doran Company) is among the big- 
gest and best of his books. It is 
made up of a series of essayical 
chapters touching his experiences 
with country life on the Canadian 
shore of Lake Erie, with the coun-

This book has more mental sub- 
stance in it, more thoughts of the 
thinker, than any other and perhaps 
all of his other books.

Mr. Chamberlain carries his theo- 
ries into the realm of the individual 
examples of Word-Tone-Drama in 
Wagners works with very telling 
effect.

ameliorated. 


In “The Work of Our Hands,” is 
presented in readable form, prac- 
tical suggestions for equipping the 
handicapped members of our com- 
munities so that they may become 
self-respecting as well as self-sup- 
porting individuals. The authors are 
well qualified to speak from practical 
experience and, without negiecting 
the theoretical part of their subject, 
they have focussed upon the prac- 
tical methods with which they are 
familiar. Thus after dealing with 
general methods, they give detailed 
suggestions for treating specific 
conditions, such as crganic nervous 
diseases, hysteria, epilepsy, chorea, 
mental diseases, neurasthenia, with 
a chepter ot suggestions for work 
with cripples. 

In the hurry and drive of our own 
lives, most of us are indifferent to 
the handicaps that accidents, disease 
and inheritance have placed upon a 
host of our fellows. Dr. Hall and 
Miss Buck, in their instructive 
volume, remind us of our obligations, 
but, what is more to the point, they 
show us practical methods of ex- 
tending a helping hand without any 
great exertion om our part.—([Dr. E.

+ Wetiiizing Heat Waste. 

{World's Advance:] To utilize the 
heat in waste gases from internal- 
combustion engines is the purpose of 
a heater recently placed on the mar- 
ket. It consists of a series of cast- 
fron sections that are bullt up in 
number and size according to the 
horse power of the engine to which 
it is connected. Passages lead the 
heat-laden exhaust gases through 
the sections, which are tightly 
calked to one another to prevent the 
escape of the heat. The device may 
be used to heat water for ordinary 
household purposes or for producing 
low-pressure steam to a maximum 
of twenty pounds. With such an 
economizer as described the waste 
gases from a ten horse-power engine 
ill heat 545 pounds of water to a 
bolling point in one hour. For such 
an engine the best economizer is 
eighteen inches high and twelve 
inches in diameter. Si

Head-hunters are not extinct. In the 
wilderness of South America there 
exist tribes of Indians who behead 
their enemies and boil their heads. 
An account of the discovery of such 
a tribe has been received from the 
Amazon expedition sent out several 
months ago by the University of 
Pennsylvania museum.

Unscrambling the Railroads. 

(Waterbury American:] Statistics 
compiled by the Railway Age Ga- 
zette from official sources show that 
new railroad construction in the 
United States for 1915 covered few- 
er miles than the construction for 
any year since 1864, in fact, since 
1848, with the exception of three 
years of the Civil War. They also 
show that more miles of railroad 
were in receivers’ hands during the 
year than ever before. This is part- 
ly due to natural conditions, but to 
a large degree it is to be credited to 
the artificial conditions created by 
the interference of the government 
with natural policies of develop- 
ment.
